‘When this point had 
been reached, the hot season had arrived, 
and the Commissioners mutually agreed to 
adjourn their labours until October next, 
when the work of delimitation will be re- 
stimod at the sea and at a place.called Hai 
ning. The Commissioners will then tra- 
verao the. frontier to Yunnan, completing 
their work at Lao Kai, What hes boon 
accomplished dues not: represent much o! 
thd distance to ba delimited, but it repre. 
sonts a guod proportion of the work, as the 
Commissioners ate now st one as to tho 
principle on which their task is to bo per- 
formed, and the discussions which have 
hitherto delayed the work are not likuly to. 
Teour. 


Disturbed State of Annam. 
‘Annam is still apparently in a very dis 

turbed state, notwithstanding all the efforts 

which have been put forth by the French 


Government to pacify. that troublesome | 


country. By the arrival of the German. 
steamer Vorwaerts, Captain Bruhn, from 
Touron to-day, we gather that, tho rebels, 
or pirates, have lately appeared in great 
force between the port of Touron and Pha 
Phai, a town about 26 miles inland by 
river. Hitherto they have contented them- 
aclves with trying to stop. the importa- 
tion. of provisions, &c., into. Tuuron, but 
on the night of Saturday the 18th their 
hostility decama more active, and they set 
Gre to a number of housvs near the French 
Post. Office. - They- offered no violence, 
however, to the native people or to the 
small French community in the place, 
‘consisting: of the- Customs ‘Officials, Mes- 
sngeries’ agent and a hétel keopor, aud 
betook themselves to the other stde of the 
river. On the following. night they also 
fired 2 nomd i fi i 
wiles distant from Touron ou the oppasite 
side. Before Captain Brahn left on. the 
night of the 18th, the French gurrison at 
Touron, numbering about 400 mon, had 
gone in pursuit of the rebels, who are esti- 
mated, incorrectly we think, at 10,00 men, 
but had not os yet overtaken them. Thesd 
disturbances will in all probability destroy 
the trade of Tuuron for some time at least, 
At Quinhon, too,- we learn that matters 
are in a somowhat similar state. There 
the residents of the placo are even worse off 
than at Touron, for the rebels have almost 


entirely cut off the supplies frum inland, | 


and an eager rush is made on every ves-el 
which visits the port for provisions, &, 
The hot weather has now arrived, too, and 
the garriaon can do nothing to rid the dis- 
trict of the blockaders. While the Vor 
waerts was in port, 300 or 440 Zouaves 
were shipped for home.
